New Light on the Mystery, 


MESSAGE ON PAPER BaG. 


Mr” Rasmussep has been res~ 
ened from the bandits into whose 
hands hajfell whilst on one of his 
trips up the Bamboo River on 
Oct. Ist, and is dus to arrive back 
in the Colany this afternoon by 
the river steamer from Canton. 
This naws follows on the tale- 
gram receired yesterday from 
Canton by Mr. N. L, Watson, 
General Manager of the Asiatic 
Petrolaum Company, to tha effact 
that Mr. Rasmussen has bean 
released and was on his way to 
Cantoo. : 

Mr. Rasmusseo, Senior, inter- 
viewed by a Telegraph reporter 
at the Coment Works, where be 
is employed, this morning, was 
overwhelmed with joy at the pros- 
pect at seeing bis soa home 
once mote. Full details of Mr. 
Rasmussen's adventures are at 
present not known, but his father 
was sble to bring several new 
facts to_ligbt which until now 
have bad td be kept dark. 

Tt appears that the young man 
was fully awara that his journey 


ona 
one point he ssw the Mazis- 
trate and asked for an escort. 
The Magistrate refused, saying 
that there was absolutely 
no danzer, and the young man 
proceeded on his way with 
only the crew ofthe laanch 
and the pitet. At one stage 
in -the joorney the pilot 
refused to take the launch any 
farther and «& Lew man had to be 
taken aboard. It spears thar 
this pilot was .ne of the pirate 
band and the ‘¢tegsuph reporter 
gathered that ba ran: the vessel 
into’the bank at the point where 
the bandits were, so that the 
taonch would be as their mercy.

It-now 
comes to light that this good 
news was ascertained by a latter 
written by Mr. Rasmussen bim- 
self whilst in the hands of the 
bandits. Whether it was writtan 
at their dictation or not is uo? 
known, but jedeing by the con 


Sttents it was probably written at 


their instigation. The com- 
muniestioa was in pencil and 
written op ap old paper 
bag. In it Mr. Rasmussen 
tod of the serious condition 
he was in. He had three bnilet 
wounds, be said, and was sv ffrr- 
ing great bardships. Hoe asced 
that rooney demanded by the 
brizands should be paid and that

Ik is 
ltrue that the present con- 
dition - of the world—take 
Russia, Asia Minor, Hungary, 
Albania, Upper Silesia—is not 
calculated to foster confidence: 
the question almost arises as to 
whether even the presont atten- 
uated basig of economic activity 
canbe maintained unless some- 
thing drastic is done. 

“Te must be done now. We 
must distinguish between pallia- | 
tives ane rallies, and aim at the 
tundamental convalescence of 
the body economic. The resamp- 
tion of production in certain 
countries should be considered 
not as a humanitanan or a 
political, but ss an economic, 
problem. Russias is « test case. 

A FAMINE SUGGESTION. 

“E lately had the occasion to 
explain a scheme for provicing 
food for Rnssia, whereby the 
credits which tha great European 
countries have in certain of the 
border states might pay for the 
sending of the food surplus in 
those border states ints Rossia. 
and might furtber, open the road 
to a general sestlement of the 
burdensame national obligations 
of a political character. 

“Eo short, the solution simply 
is the re-establishment of the 
sentiment of peace and cuntidence 
and the practical recognition of 
the principle of the economic anity 
of the world. The Jonger this 
solution is delayed. the more 
difficult it will become.”
